You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Tuesday  the 
12th  day  of  March,  1991  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on 
the  following  subjects: 

Article  1     To  cast  your  ballot  for  all  necessary  Town  Officers. 

Article  2     To  see  if  the  provisions  of  Chapter  287-E  of  the 

revised  law  relative  to  playing  games  of  beano  and 
the  sale  of  Lucky  7  tickets  shall  be  adopted  at  this 
time. 

Article  3  To  cast  your  ballot  on  the  following  question:  "Are 
you  in  favor  of  increasing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
five  members?". 

Polls  open  on  the  above  articles  at  10:00  a.m.  and  shall  not  be 
closed  earlier  than  7:00  p.m.

INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale, 
New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 1989,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  These  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  Town 
officials.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial 
statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance 
about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 
An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing 
the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  Town  officials,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  general  purpose  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that 
our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  more  fully  described  in  Note  1,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred 
to  above  do  not  include  the  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group 
which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
amount  that  should  be  included  in  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

As  described  in  Note  1,  the  Town  has  recognized  tax  revenues  of  $114,443  in  the 
General  Fund  and  $328,805  in  the  Property  Tax  Agency  Fund  which  were  not  received  in 
cash  within  sixty  days  of  year  end  as  is  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
(GASB  Interpretation  3).  Town  officials  believe,  and  we  concur,  that  the  application  of  this 
accounting  principle,  which  would  result  in  a  decrease  in  the  General  Fund  balance  to 
($92,942),  would  give  a  misleading  impression  of  the  Town's  ability  to  meet  its  current  and 
future  obligations. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  omission  of  the  financial  statements  described  in  the 
third  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly 
in  all  material  respects  the  financial  position  of  the  fund  types  and  account  groups  of  the 
Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31, 1989  and  the  results  of  operations  and 
changes  in  financial  position  of  its  proprietary  fund  types  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  supplemental  and  supplementary  schedules 
listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not 
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a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New 
Hampshire.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated 
in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a 
whole.

I  did  my  second  one,  by  saying  that  Hinsdale  is  a 
"major  crime  free  community." 

The  title  "major  crime  free"  was  tainted  by  the 
community  suffering  from  an  armed  robbery  in  January 
of  1990  at  our  state  liquor  store.   Fortunately 
thanks  to  many  area  Officers,  the  criminals  were 
apprehended  and  two  of  the  three  subjects  are    in  the 
state  prison. 

We  have  also  suffered  from  some  major  burglaries, 
fortunately  many  of  those  have  been  solved. 

There  were  many  dollars  worth  of  damage  done  to  our 
schools,  caused  from  vandalism.   These  cases  have 
been  solved  and  the  juveniles  and  an  adult  were 
brought  to  court  and  ordered  to  make  restitution. 

As  the  recession  in  our  country  deepens,  I  am  afraid 
that  crime  is  going  to  increase,  not  only  in 
Hinsdale  but  throughout  the  land.   I  will  promise 
the  citizens  of  Hinsdale  that  we  will  continue  to  do 
our  best  at  discouraging  crime  in  our  community  and 
hopefully  keep  up  a  high  solvency  rate.
